Death of General Rousseau. 

Our special dispatches from New Or- 
leans announce the death of General Rous- 
seau. The sad event was anticipated by 
our issue of yesterday, which: contained 
the information that he was hopelessly ill. 
He died at eleven o’clock on Thursday 
night, and will be buried to-day. 

General Rousseau was born near Stan- 
ford; Lincoln county, Kentucky, August 
4th, 1818, to which place his father had 
emigrated from Virginia; was chiefly e- 
ucated by himself, acquiring a good Eng- 
lish education, and, having adopted the 
profession of law,he practiced it with success 
in Indiana, to which he removed in 1841. 
He was elected for three years to the Leg- 
islature of Indiana, and for three years to 
the Senate of the State; served through the 
war with Mexico as a captain, and 
was present at Buena Vista. In 1850 he 
returned to Louisville, Kentucky, where 
he subsequently resided. In 1860 he was 
elected by both political parties to the Sen- 


the stormy session of 1861, resigned his 
seatand asked for permission to raise troops 
for the war. In June of that year he was 
commissioned a Colonel of volunteers, and 
in July was in camp with tour companies . 
in October’ 1861, he was appointed a Briga- 
dier General, was present at the battle of 
Shiloh. and reported for gallantry ; was 
also in the battle of Perryville, and for his 
“distinguished gallantry and good service’. 
there was, in October, 1862, appointed a 
Major General. He was alsoin the advance 
upon Corinth after the battle of Shiloh, and 
in the battle of Stone river and many smaller 
engagements. He conducted, in 1864, a 
higbly important and successful raid into 
the heart of Alabama, and defended Fort- 
ress Rosecrans with eight thousand men 
during the siege of Nashville. In 1805 he 
was elected a Representative from this 
District to the Thirty-ninth Congress, serv- 
ing on the Committee on Military Affairs, 
and on Roads and Canals. He was also 
one of the Representatives designated by 
the House to attend the funeral of General 
Scott, in 1866. In June, 1866, he made a 
personal assault on J. B. Grinnell, a fellow. 
member of the House, for words spoken in 
debate; and although the committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the subject reported 
a resolution to expel, the House adopted 
the minority report to reprimand him for 
violating the privileges of the House; where- 
upon he resigned his seat as a Representative 
in the Thirty-ninth Congress, but was re- 
elected during the subsequent recess to the 
same Congress, serving again on the Com- 


Canals. In April, 1867, he was appointed 
a Brigadier General in the regular army, 
and was assigned to duty in the new terri- 
tory of Alaska. From this command. he 
was transferred to his late positiomin Lou- 
isiana, where he was discharging delicate 
and responsible duties to the satisfaction of 
the people of that quarter, who testitied 
their regard for him and their regret at his 
loss in the manner described by our special 
dispatches. 

Lovell H. Rousseau had his faults, but he 
had his virtues, and, like most strongly 
marked characters, he bad his friends and 
he had hisenemies. The relations between 
himself and the President were very inti- 
mate and cordial; so were his relations with 
the Secretary of the Treasury. The three had 
known each other long, had sprung from 
obscurity and held in common the same 
general ideas upon political affairs. By no 
one will his death be more deeply lament- 
ed than by Andrew Johnson, unless it be 
by Hugh McCulloch. In Kentucky also 
he will be remembered .with sorrow by 
many friends, and with charity by many 
enemies. He was a brave man, a generous 
man, a capable man, and he made his mark 
palpably upon the times in which he lived. 


Things in Arkansas. 

Things are quite as bad in Arkansas as 
in Georgia, if not a great deal worse. Ev- 
ery wind coming from Arkansas comes 
freighted and burdened with the details of 
negro murders, burnings, and maraudinegs.

in all directions, stole whatever they could 
carry off, and finally left with a warning 
that they would soon be back unless the 
whites should behave themselves. And 
these negroes are a part of Gov.

None ot theni were taken prison- 
ers; all were remorselessly slain. And 
among the slain or massacred were boys 
of eight and a half, ninc, ten, eleven, 


undoabtedly we shall know, what civilized 
mankind think of the dreadful and indis- 
criminate slaughter of such children, whens 
to capture them would have done in every 
respect as much good as putting them to 
the sword. But, whether it would have 
done as much good in every respect or not, 
they should have either been held as pris- 
oners or set free, for their murder will be 
regarded by civilized mankind as the most 
atrocious deed perpetrated since the days 
of Herod. 

What man, who deserves to be recoz- 
nized as one, would not feel his admiratioa 
and his sympathy excited by the sight of 
children nine and ten years old fighting 
bravely by the side of their fathers and 
brothers? 


John Minor Botts. 

It will be seen by our dispatches from 
Washington to-day that John Minor Botts 
died yesterday morning at his residence in 
Culpepper, Virginia. Mr. Botts was born 
in Dumfries, Prince William county, Va., 
September 16, 1802. When the Whig 
party assumed its definite form in 1834 he 
became one of its most ardent and promi- 
nent supporters. As early as 1833 he was 
elected from Henrico county to the Legis- 
lature of Virginia, and was afterwards sev- 
eral times re-elected. In 1839 he was re- 
turned to the Twenty-seventh Congreas, 
and there advocated most of the points of 
Mr. Clay’s programme—a national bank, a 
protective tariff, and the distribution 
among the States_of the proceeds of the 
public lands. Though long a warm 
end intimate friend of John Tyler, 
Mr. Botts at once 
on his secession from the Whig party; and 
jin the Presidential election ef 1844 he sup- 
“ported Mr. Clay. In 1843 he had been left 
out of Congress, but in 1817 was returaed 
to that body for the third. time. After the 
ceath of Mr. Clay and the dissolution of 
the Whig party, he became attached to the 
American party. He was opposed to the 
repeal of the Missouri Compromise, and 
sympathized with those Southern members 
who opposed the passing of the Lecomp- 
ton bill in 1858. On the breaking out of
